There's one thing coaches in the Big 
Sky can count on each year: Northern 
Arizona University is going to throw 
the ball. For whatever reason, the 
Flagstaff school comes up with out- 
standing college passers. 

In the past decade alone, football in 
"The Dome" resembles more an Air 
Force strike than an axe-swinging 
Lumberje 

It really started in 1986, with former 
Moon Valley High School product 
Greg Wyatt. In four record-breaking 
seasons, the former Phoenix prep star 
completed 926 of 1,512 passes for 
0,097 yards and 70 touchdowns. All 
NAU records. After graduation, Wyatt 
had a brief tryout with the San 
Francisco 49ers. 

Then along came Bonds. John 
30nds. The highly touted QB original- 
y signed with Arizona State, out of 
Phoenix St. Mary;s High School. But he 
transferred to NAU in 1989 after a dis- 
pute with an ASU assistant coach. 

He finished his shortened career 
with 450 of 892 passes for 6,304 yards, 
38 touchdowns. His senior season was 
cut short by a broken thumb on his 
throwing had. He then signed as a free 
agent with the Phoenix Cardinals. 

Bonds! thumb injury opened the 
door for the Jacks' quarterback of the 
future, sophomore Jeff Lewis. The for- 
mer Scottsdale Horizon signal caller 
started seven games. He hit 115 passes 
on 218 attempts, striking for 1,377 
yards and four TDs. His completion 
percentage, like most QBs ahead of 
him, was high: 52%. 


After losing five games by a com- 
bined 23 points, Coach Steve Axman 
and his staff will be out for a little 
revenge. They have a good collection 
of athletes to pull it off. 

Len Raney, who was among the 
national leaders in kickoff returns, 
returns to the backfield as the lone 
starting back. He managed 364 yards 
on 86 carries. He averaged 29.2 yards 
on kickoff returns, with a longest of 90 
yards. 

Along the offensive front, Chris Muti 
(6-2, 280) will be moving over to cen- 
ter after starting the past two years at 
guard, Wide bodies Chris Parish (6-3, 
262), Matt Elliott (6-5, 270), Eric 
Freund (6-5, 245) and Sonny Stidum 
(6-3, 285) also return. Junior college 
transfers Donald Jacobs, Mark Deniz 
and Victor Hernandez will battle for a 


starting position. 

The receiving corps promises to be 
typical Lumberjack. After redshirting, 
Rod Alexander will be the go-to guy, 
and will be joined by starters Alex 
Calderwood and Kevin Sullivan, who 
combined for 736 yards on 55 catches. 

"We are moving Chris Muti to center 
where we feel his brightness and lead- 
ership will help our line," says Axman. 
"He returns as one of the premier 
offensive linemen in the league. Our 
major goal for this year is to reestab- 
lish out passing game. It starts at the 
snap." 

But championship seasons are built 
on defense. Axman and his staff real- 
ize this and last year was proof. The 
Lumberjacks' defense finished tied for 
first in the Big Sky, 34th in the nation. 
It was a great improvement over last

place finishes the two previous years. 

"Defensively, there will not be many 
changes," adds the head coach. "We 
may want to be a little more balanced, 
add a little more blitz, a littke more 
stunts. Just vary things a little bit. 
When you're number one in the con- 
ference and you have eight of eleven 
starters returning, you're not going to 
make many changes." 

Senior linebacker Beau Smith heads 
the list of eight starters from last year's 
squad which finished 4-7 on the sea- 
son, 2-5 in the conference. He led all 
"Jack defenders with 130 tackles, earn- 
ing AP honorable mention and first 
team Big Sky honors. Teammate Scott 
Strini also returns for his final season, 
after accumulating 114 tackles. These 
two are the first NAU linebackers to 
record more than 100 tackles since 
Jarrell Jordan turned the trick in 1989. 

Veterans Chuck Walton, Chris West, 
Greg Semas, Doug Dooley and Donald 
Hurston return along the defensive 
ine. Last year they recorded 30 QB 
45 tackles for losses and 260 
yards, 13 forced fumbles and eight 
fumble recoveries. 

In the secondary, Axman returns 
Jeff Bergman, Todd McMillon, Dereck 
Williams, Alex Marcelin and Steve 
Jouglass. Redshirt soph Rayna Stewart 
will move over to outside linebacker 
after spending last fall as a free safety. 

In senior Terry Belden, NAU returns 
one of the best two-way kickers in the 
nation. He averaged 44.3 yards punt- 
ing, landing first team all-conference 
honors as a punter, second team as a 
place kicker. The Glendale products 
longest punt from scrimmage was 81 
yards. He made 15 field goals, with a 
longest of 53 yards.

KINGMAN 


If good things come to those who 
wait, then 1993 just might be the Year 
of the Bulldog - as in Kingman 
Bulldogs. 

Close but no cigar. Since Ray Smith 
showed up in 1984, the 'Dogs have 
reached the playoffs three times and 
been on the bubble four. Last year's 5- 
5 team - a competitive club - lost to 
Flagstaff High, the region's best team, 
21-17. 

"We improved each week," says 
Smith, 43-46-3 at the school. "We were 
a young team which made a lot of 
mistakes. We led the league in penal- 
ties, something we have to cut in half. 

"But we should be much improved, 
with a veteran offensive line and a 
super quarterback," adds the head 
coach, who returns 25 varsity letter- 
men. "Our defense should be very 


physical, with an excellent kicker. It's 
the best balance on both sides we've 
had here." 

The quarterback is Jason Edwards, a 
6-1, 180-pound senior, Last fall, run- 
ning Kingman's wing-T offense, 
Edwards threw for 909 yards, complet- 
ing 57% of his passes. He runs 40 
yards in 4.8 seconds, and has passed 
for 1,650 yards in two seasons. 

The kicker is senior Josh Gastellum 
(5-7, 140), who booted nine field 
goals, with a longest of 41 yards. He 
missed only two PATs. 

The 'Dogs played only four seniors 
in '92, so most of the starters are 
game-tested, especially two-way line- 
man Scott Trahan (6-4, 220) and 
linebacker Cory Williams (5-11, 190), 
who doubles at fullback. He runs a 
4.9. Senior Jessie Roy (5-11, 175) can 
catch passes and cover receivers. 

The junior class can carry its

FLAGSTAFF 


Some things never change. Like 
winning football teams at Flagstaff 
High. The Eagles, which played their 
first game 70 years ago, have built a 
reputation around speed and good 
athletes. Year-after-year, no school in 
northern Arizona can match Flag's 
speed at the skill positions. This year is 
no different. 

"Last year's team was a group of 
overachievers," says head coach John 
Padilla, whose club went 8-1-1 but was 
forced out of the playoffs by forfeits. 
"We won the conference because they 
worked well as a team." 

This fall, Flag fans will see what life 
without Caesar Polk is like. The talent- 
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ed two-year all-state tailback, one of 
the best athletes in the state, has used 
up his elgibility. 

"We have some good senior leader- 
ship," adds Padilla, 15-3-3 in two years 
on The Hill. "We will be young, but 
we have some great talent coming up 
from our undefeated JV team." 

Top Eagle this year appears to be 
inebacker/tackle Nick Petrucci (6-3, 
185), a sure-bet all-stater if he stays 
realthy. With 4.9 speed, he plays 48 
minutes, and should be Flag's team 
leader. His forte is defense. 

Quickness shows up in the sopho- 
more class, where two-way back Josh 
3radford (5-10, 170), with 4.6 speed, 
might be the Eagles next great back. 
Watch for him to start in the secondary 
when not tooting the ball, Sophomore 
receiver Mike Sciacca (6-0, 160) is also 


a burner. 

Last year, when Polk wasn't sprint- 
ing for some of his 3,370 career yards 
(see record section), teammate Chris 
Nicks (5-11, 150) was averaging 6.8 
yards per carry.

Even the Eagles' defensive line is 
quick, End Daniel Rhoton (6-3, 185), 
an all-conference selection, might be 
switched to QB.

The Longhorns, 4-5 last fall, return 
20 lettermen - most in the league - and 
five earned all-league honor 
Although senior leadership is impor- 
tant, a junior could get all the atten- 
tion, OT/LB Jon Gunzel (6-4, 225), the 
state 3A discus champ as a sophomore 
Gust like his father, Steve, who threw 
186-2 at Tucson Palo Verde in 1969). 

"We were really young last year, 
starting nine underclassmen on 
offense, eight on defense," says Dunn, 
who won three state championships at 
Gilbert, and later coached at Mesa CC, 
"We should be better."

"It was just time for a change," said 
Beall, whose last three teams went 10- 
2, 11-1-1, 10-3. "I went to college back 
there. It's great football country." 

So is Snowflake. Rival coaches need 
not beat the victory drums. The Lobos. 
will always be tough. 

One champion who hasn't left yet is 
quarterback J.R. Stratton (6-2, 195), 
who completed 46 of 87 passes for 787 
yards, eight TD passes and seven inter- 
ceptions, Rushing the ball from 
Snowflake's option offense, Stratton 
gained 419 net yards on 74 carries. He 
lost 87 yards on sacks. 

Backup halfback D.L. Brewer (5-10, 
175) managed 183 yards on 32 carries.

Soaring at a Higher Level 


The odds are stacked against you. 
According to the National Federation 
of High School Sports, close to one 
million teenagers play high school 
football each year. Just over 40,000 
make college varsity teams. 

But only 150 of those college play- 
\FL rosters. In other words, 


ers make 
just to be safe, get a college education. 
Just in case the pros overlook your 
outstanding, hidden talent. 

"The odds against a high school 
senior playing football in the NFL are 
roughly 1,000 to one," says Fred Mares 
of the National Federation, located in 
Kansas City. 

To be exact, one out of every 1,233 
schoolboy players land in the NFL. 

But something is wrong in Arizona. 

According to the Arizona 
Interscholastic Association, the state's 
governing body, exactly 12,593 young-

sters - at all levels - played 11-man 
football in 144 schools. Exactly 505 
played 8-man ball at 20 different 
schools. That's 13,098 players in 1992. 
But 28 former Arizona high school 
products played in the NFL last fall 
(see chart), a single season record for 
the Grand Canyon State. If no more 
than two drop out in 1993, and new- 
comers Michael Bates (Seattle 
Seahawks), Richard Griffith (New 
England Patriots), Kevin Miniefield 
(Detroit Lions) and Ty Parten 
(Cincinnati Bengals) hook on - not to 
mention free agents - Arizona could

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have 30-plus schoolboys in the NFL for 
the first time ever. 

"That really surprises me," adds 
Mares, editor of the Federation's 
national record book. "To have less 
than 200 high schools produce that 
many pro players is unique." 

All 28 players didn't graduate in the 
same year, and all 13,000 high school 
participants aren't v: players. More 
than half were junior varsity and fresh- 
men, making Arizona's mark more 
amazing. In other words, based on 
participation, Arizona should have no 
more than one dozen kids in the NFL 
in any given season. 

But they had 28 in 1992! 

"T was really surprised at football in 
the Phoenix and Tucson areas," says 
Tom Holmoe, a Stanford assistant who 
recruits Arizona. "They play great ball 
in Phoenix. One of the best football

No National Football League team ever 
experienced a bad draft - just ask them. 

However, outsiders haven't always been 
kind to Phoenix following the league's 
annual talent roundup. But critics were 
crowing a new song last spring. 

"Their best draft in over a decade," said 
Joel Buchsbaum, draft analyst for Pro 
Football Weekly, "It was night and day 
between what used to go on, They made 
all the right moves." 

What impressed Buchsbaum most was 
the manner in which they traded up with 
the New York Jets to get running back 
Garrison Hearst, and traded down with San 
Francisco to acquire offensive tackle Ernest 
Dye. 

"They got the guys they wanted without 
overpaying," Buchsbaum said "There was 
talk they'd give up (first-round picks) and 
panic because they had to have Hearst. 
They saw through the smokescreens and 
made the swaps at a very reasonable cost 
to them." 

"With receiver Gary Clark, strong safety 
Chuck Cecil and quarterback Steve 
Beuerlein signed as free agents, Phoenix 


can celebrate," added USA Today. 

The Sporting News labeled the Cardinals 
"the star of the draft. Phoenix has taken 
magnificent strides toward curing its offen- 


sive woes." 

The Dallas Morning News awarded the 
Cardinals the highest grade in this year's 
draft, an A-plus. There were numerous 
congratulatory telephone calls to the 


Cardinals complex from NFL head coaches, 


general managers and personnel directors. 

"Of course you feel good about it," said 
Phoenix general manager Larry Wilson. 
"The key to any draft is getting that first 
selection. I'm sure that was a big factor. 
When you get the top player in the whole 
draft, it ought to be a pretty good draft." 

Hearst provides an uncommon threat, 
but his efforts in future seasons likely 
would be minimized without the presence 
of Dye and Ben Coleman, the club's other 
offensive tackle acquisition And club offi- 
cials can't contain themselves over getting 
running back Ron Moore in the fourth 
round. 

"When you can get four of the top 32 
(rated picks), that's a pretty good strike," 
said head coach Joe Bugel. 

The game plan was to come away with 
one great runner, an offensive tackle and a 
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defensive lineman, or a great running back 
and two offensive linemen with the first 
three picks. 
The selection of Moore, a vaunted back 
from tiny Pittsburg State in Kansas, could 
be mildly faulted, At the juncture, a pass 
rushing specialist was the call. But the 
grades between Moore and the best avail- 
able defensive linemen were too great, 
according to Wilson. 
"I think the ones we felt that really 
could help us were gone and Moore was 
so head and shoulders above everything 
se at that time, you just couldn't make 
that reach," he said. 
With Johnny Johnson traded away, the 
tardinals believed they needed another 
workhorse back in case Hearst goes lame. 
They pointed to Moore's production, lack 
of intimidation by big-time players in post- 
season all-star games, and kick-returning 
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skills. 
Through the draft and free agency, 
Phoenix improved its passing game, run- 
ning game and offensive line "I think we 
improved our offensive situation pretty dra- 
matically," Wilson said. 

The defense lost safety Tim McDonald 
to free agency, but gained defensive backs 
Cecil and John Booty.

Williams Top-Rated 8-Man Club 


WILLIAMS 


The main flight was smooth. It was 
the landing that was rough. Seven 
weeks into the season, Williams was 6- 
1 going into a last regular season game 
with Fredonia, With four minutes to 
go, the score was 38-38. Four minutes 
ater, Fredonia was on top, 50-38. 

The outcome forced a three-way 
playoff for two state bids, with the 
Vikings dropping 22-14 and 28-22 
games to Mogollon and Fredonia, 
respectively. With 21 letter winners 
sack, Williams might not need a play- 
off series to advance this time. 

Coach Rick Shipley returns his quar- 
terback, both running backs, and stel- 
ar lineman Paco Zabaca, a 5-9, 210- 
pound senior. Junior Jeff Dent (6-1, 
195) is the field general. With 4.9 
speed he doubles at defensive end. 
Young Edgar Salano (6-0, 170), just a 
sophomore, is the other back. With 4.7 


speed he's the quickest Viking in 
camp. 

Senior Mike Hutchins (5-10, 165) is 
also a two-way back. Classmate 
Torsten Palm (6-4, 200) is the club's 
biggest starter. Junior defensive back 
Andy Anderson (6-0, 165) is the team's 
backup QB. Both he and Dent have 
two good receivers to throw to with 
Lawrence Aguilar (5-11, 165) and Sam 
Davis (6-0, 170) in the lineup. 

Since Shipley took over four years 
ago, the Vikings have won 74% of 
their games, including a state co-cham- 
pionship in 1989, a 22-22 tie with 
Scottsdale Christian. 


MAYER 


The Wildcats should have another 
solid team, with two starting running 
backs, an offensive guard, linebcker, 
safety, nose guard and defensive end 
returning. All seven started on Vince 
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Cahill's 8-2 club which bowed out in 
the semis. Sixteen lettermen return. 
"We have good talent at quarterback 
and receiver, but limited experience," 
says Cahill, who has won 78% of his 
games at the Mayer school. "Our abili- 
ty to throw well made our offense ver- 
satile, Our defense was also quite 
steady." 
The Wildcats averaged 41.8 points 
per game, and with junior halfback 
Paul Hines (6-0, 175) in the lineup, 
Mayer has a scoring weapon for two 
more years. As a sophomore he 
rushed 118 times for 730 yards (6.2) 
and scored 17 touchdowns; 112 points. 
He even completed 13 of 21 passes 
(62%) for 201 yards. He caught 24 
passes for 450 yards. Altogether, he 
racked up 1,549 total yards rushing, 
passing, receiving, and on kick returns. 
Another Cat with all-state potential 
is junior LB Clay Kelton (5-10, 190), 
who is also the team's center. The QB 


situation could be resolved by sopho- 
more Jason Kelly, who was injured 
most of last year but looked good 
when healthy. Highly successful in 
both basketball and baseball, he could 
do well in the fall. 

Donald Oen (5-9, 160) joins Hines 
and Kelly in the backfield. With 4.7 
speed, Chris Pomichter (6-2, 175) is 
both a capable receiver and safety. Up 
front, lots of experience resides in the 
form of Nathan Metcalf (6-1, 225), Rick 
Romohr (6-3, 190), Mike Gutierrez (6- 
1, 195) and Johnny Reza (5-9, 160). 
Romohr and Gutierrez are juniors. 

If a problem arises at quarterback, 
watch for Hines to step in. He started 
at that position against Fredonia (first 
game) and Orme. Also, junior Aaron 
Dufty could compete for the job, He's 
a good athlete (state high jump 
champ) who hasn't been out for foot- 
ball, yet. 

Other tracksters who may help are 
hurdler/pole vaulter Ryan Boden, 
sprinter/hurdler Josh Caldwell and hur- 
dler Doug Bennett. 


MOGOLLON 


It was a year of "firsts" in Heber, 
where the Mustangs won their first 
conference championship, first playoff 
victory, and first trip to the 8-man 
semis, where they finished a 7-3 cam- 
paign one game short of the finals. 

"We lost some key players to gradu- 
ation," says first-year coach Tim Slade. 
"We'll have a lot of juniors starting. But 
we look to be a contender." 

Most of the juniors played on a 
near-perfect 8-1 JV squad, but it will 
be these three seniors who will need 
to lead the way: WR/DB Damon Porter 
(5-9, 150), LB/FB Darren Beafeaux (5- 
10, 170), and OL/DE John Mollet (5-10, 
170). With 4.8 speed, Porter is the 
fastest, and he and Beafeaux have all- 
state potential. 

The junior class has several players 
to watch, especially WR/DB Mitchell 
Reidhead (5-7, 140) and OL/DL Randy 
Tenney (5-10, 180). Defensive lineman 
Matt Owens (6-3, 215) is the biggest 
sophomore in camp. He will start. 

Since playing its first varsity game in 
1989, Mogollon has been consistently 
over .500, with an 8-3 finish in 1990 
the best. It's keeping the same head 
coach which hasn't been consistent.

ORME 


A young, small squad spelled a 3-5 
campaign at The Orme School, where 
veteran head coach Bob Miller enters 
his 17th campaign. The Warriors are 
regrouping after the school almost 
dropped the sport in 1990, "It's getting 
better," says Miller, 123-90-8 during his 
career. "We'll have more experience 
and speed." 

Solid programs rely on seniors, so 
this year fans at Orme look to quarter- 
back Ian Stine (5-9, 150), center Juan 
Bravo (5-9, 170) and guard Kyle 
Washburn (5-10, 183) for leadership 
roles. 

The junior class will supply running 
back Alvin Saenz (5-9, 185), guard 
Steve Gross (5-8, 145) and receivers 
Scott Roberts (6-3, 170) and Eric 
Woodard (5-10, 185), good targets for 
QB Stine. Sophomore Bernard Rock 
(5-9, 150) is a speedy wideout. 

Even for Class 1A schools, the 
Warriors are small. And each starter 
will have to go both ways, since depth 
is a problem. Miller's forces improved 
from 0-9 in 1989, to 6-3-1 in '91. 
However, Orme's best season under 
Miller was 1983, when Orme went 9-0 
playing an independent schedule. 


SALOME 


One thing coaches in 8-man fear 
more than any other class is injuries. 
Not that coaches everywhere don't 
worry, but it hurts most in the 1A 
ranks, because of a lack of numbers. 
Last fall, the injury bug took a big bite 
out of Salome's season. Twelve (12!) 
major injuries decimated the Frogs. 

"We came up short at the end due 
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to injuries and a lack of experienced 
replacements," says Dan Wolfe, who 
still wonders how his club won three 
games. "We will be real tough on the 
line, but inexperienced in both back- 
fields." 

Although the coaching staff is 
counting on newcomers to help the 
program, several vets are going to 
make or break the season, starting 
with the Clark brothers, Marshall and 
Jeff. Just a junior, Marshall (5-10, 204) 
doubles at OG/DE and might be one 
of the best in the 8-man wars, Senior 
Jeff (5-10, 180) is the team's center and 
nose guard. Frog fans think these two 
can start on any 8-man club in the 
state. They're probably right. 

Underclassmen start at key posi- 
tions, including QB, where junior 
Ruben Beltran (5-9, 145), with 4.8 
speed, will call the signals. He also 
plays in the secondary, as almost every 
one of the 10 returning letter winners 
will go both ways. Sophomore guard 
Shawn Leach (5-10, 185) doubles at 
linebacker. 

The hard-luck town hasn't had a 
winning football team since 1985, 
when the Frogs finished 7-2. In 1980, a 
Richard Imhoff-coached club went 
undefeated (11-0) and blitzed 
Maricopa 46-13 in the 8-man title 


game.
